ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A DSL communication method is used for 
interconnecting a user and a center by using a 2- 
wire telephone line and a DSL communications 
technology so that the user and the center perform 
an intercommunication. The DSL communication method 
comprises the step of monitoring a signal-to-noise 
ratio of an accepted DSL, the step of judging 
whether or not the signal-to-noise ratio is within a 
predetermined range, and the step of interrupting 
the intercommunication once and thereafter 
reconnecting the user and the center, when the 
signal-to-noise ratio is judged not to be within the 
predetermined range for a duration longer than a 
reference time.
